COUNTRY OF GOOD ROADS. 


The JlJaflivrays ot France n« Seen by 


nn American. 


"One 
of the things that Impressed me 


most while away was that no matter 
where one may go in France he finds 
the very best of roads," said the Hon. 
William Flynn In an interview pub- 
lished- in thc IMttsburg Times. "I bad 
an excellent opportunity to observe that 
fact while on my way from Paris to 
Aix-les-Bains. "We made the journey of 
425 miles in an automobile', taking the 
trip by easy stages and reaching Aix- 
les-Bains three days later. For miles 
and miles at a strercli there tho roads 
are on a straight line, and every foot 
of the way we found to be lu the very 
best of condition. 
It seems that In 


France they are far ahead of our coun- 
try in taking care of their roads. 


"Roadmnking In France is handled 


very differently 'from the way it is 
handled In this country. For Instance, 
repairs are made to the roads there 
long before the appearance of tbe road 
would indicate tnnt any immediate re- 
pairs were needed. Of course the roads 
there are very old and arc well cured, 
BO that with their present method of 
repairs it is a comparatively easy mat- 
ter to keep them in the best of condi- 
tion.

The t'oiurado desert, with its vast rain- 


less regions,its ii4iO!isesiinuiier hi-ai and 
dryat;ii«.»phere:ind the readiness of irri- 
gation in many places from the Colorado 
and its many Arizona tributaries, aided 
by the water storage to be, is destined 
to rank as a second Sahara in the pro- 
duction cf dates. Neither the alkali soil 
nor tin- alkali water hinders the- thrift 
of tile date palm. It is even claimed by 
some good judges that the alkali pro- 
motes the growth of the tree. It docs 
look so. for some of the most vigorous 
trees are soon in soil that is white with 
alkali. Xo other fruit tree couid endure 
a single season in such soil. 


The first date palms wore brought to 


this country by the missionary fathers 
who accompanied the early Spanish 
pioneers in Mexico nnd California. 
Lower California is yet marked by 
aged palms of those days, but the 
fruit is valueless owing to the poor 
grade cf trees. 


Several more recent attempts have 


been made to introduce the date paiia 
in this country, but the only success 
has boen that of the Arizona experi- 
ment station farm. These fruited trees 
are of the Egyptian variety. The trees 
first placed at the experiment station 
bore fruit the fourth year, producing 
a largo and juicy date. 


It was not until tbe department of 


agriculture took up date culture with 
determination that any progress was 
mafic. Then it was that the Vnivorsity 
of Arizona nnd tbe experiment station 
farm offered to prepare a date garden 
for th? reception of tbe snoots that tbe 
department of agriculture was select- 
ing for the shipment of 1899-1900. pro- 
vided the department would furnish 
the shoots of standard varieties from 
the orchards of the old world. 


An agreement was made, and in 1S09 


a few shoots were secured from tbe 
best date orchard on the Algerian coavt 
nnd sent to the university and to tho 
experiment farm. Tbe following year 
a number of shoots of the Deglet Noor

south of tbe Atlas mountains. These, 
with a variety known as tbe Rhars, 
the earliest date to ripen in Bis-kra, 
were .sent to the Algerian coast. Also 
shoots of every staple variety found in 
the north Algerian Sahara were added, 
and tin; whole shipment of eight tons 
was sent to Arizona. In loss than forty 
days after leaving tbe Algerian coast 
the IHI Imp were in Tempo, Ariz., near 
I'bonix, under preparation for trans- 
planting. Two cases of tho Rhars va- 
riety were sent to California, to be in 
tbe care of the University of Califor- 
nia. 


Biskra, the land of dates in the old 


world, and Phenix have tlie same mean 
temperature from May to October. 
Taking tbe two most favorable date re- 
gions in tlie United States—Phenix, 
Ariz., and Fresno, Cal.—-and comparing 
those' two regions with Biskra, their 
conditions stand in tho following pro- 
portions: Fresno, 7; Phenix, 11; BiskVa, 
Ki. It is soon that Phenix is but two 
points off from Biskra, "the land of 
dates." When Phenix is used in this 
comparison, it menus all of the Salt 
river valley nnd much of the surround- 
ing Colorado desert, embracing nearly 
3,000 square miles. 


The dato palm is not n desert plant. 


It will thrive in any country wliere the 
winters do not kill it. It can endure 
equally well the driest nnd tbe wettest 
climate, but it takes a dry and u very 
hoi climate to make tho tree produce 
good fruit.

So the farm owners, the mine owners 


and the owners of factories in Michi- 
gan are or ought to be interested in 
a:j-thing that will have a tendency to 
el ininate any portion of the cost of 
production, and the cost of transporta- 
tion of a product to its natural market 
is a part of the cost of production as 
much as are the wages paid to the la- 
borer. If the producers were as eco- 
nomical with King Mud as they are 
with King Labor, we would have bet- 
ter roads, and much of the cost of 
transportation 
would be eliminated, 


and a portion of this saving might well 
be handed to King Labor. It is a fact 
that the carriers are transporting wheat 
from Nebraska to Liverpool for less 
money per bushel than it costs a farm- 
er to haul it over a common dirt road 
ten miles to market. 


If it costs $2 to draw one ton to mar- 


ket over a bad road and only $2 to 
draw two tons over thnt same road 
when that road has been made better. 
then the better road is the machine to 
obtain and use that a portion of the 
cost of transportation may be elimi- 
nated, provided that the machine (the 
bettor road) and its repairs do not cost 
more than can be eliminated by its 
use for the cost of transportation. If 
S2 per ton is a fair average of what i« 
saved by the use of a good road over 
the use of a bad road, it is only neces- 
sary to find out how many tons are 
hauled over any road a year to know 
whether that road can be improved to 
a profit or not. To explain, if a given

writes to the Breeder's Gazette: I have 
frequently been ask«i to give to the 
public a *taivrne«t uf the income or 
product of lay bi'j-d of IloJsiwn-Frie- 
si.in cows, numbering twenty-four head 
(four of iLfiu iwo-year-old he:ff-rs» for 
the year HxX), cuiuiu< ncing Jan. 1 and 
ending Dec. 31, but 1 have delayed from 
time to time until, recently reading with 
very great interest the reports of hun- 
<!r«-d.s of different dairies in different 
slates—New York, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania. Ohio and Wisconsin — that 
barely averaged over -J.OOu pounds of 
mi3k per year, I have been prompted to 
give this to the public In the hope that 
those dairymen who «re struggling and 
hanging on to the very small end of 
the profits in dairying may get out their 
pi-ncils and do some figuring for them- 
selves and see how they stand. 


For me dairying for thirty years has 


been a pleasure because it has been a 
source of profit I long ago learned the 
important lesson that It does not pay 
to keep nonprofltable boarders in the 
dairy. Take the scales and weed them 
out. 
The mature cow that does not 


give me 8,000 pounds of good milk per 
year I have no use for, and prefer to 
let the other fellow milk her. I often 
have it thrown out to me: "Oh, you are 
a good feeder. 
You take good care of 


your cows." Yes, 1 feed well and take 
good care of my cows, and figures will 
toll if it pays. But 1 am not satisfied 
with these figures I am obliged to give. 
I want to beat them and tbinb I will. 


The price 1 received for this milk for 


the first three months—January, Feb- 
ruary and March—was a fraction over 
Sl.231^ per 100 pounds, and for Bix 
months, including April, May, June, 
July. August and September, it aver- 
aged SI per 100 pounds and for the bal- 
ance of the year (October, November 
and December) a fraction over $1.35 
per 100 pounds. The number of pounds 
milk made was 255,080. Cash received 
was S2.94ii.S6; average pounds milk per 
<-o\v, 10,C(Ki; average cash received per

capital and within about a year liad 
paid off all Ids debts and acquired 
again an independent fortune.

Tbe Dust Xtiisonce In England. 
Great hopes are being raised, says 


the London World, by some recent ex- 
periments concerning the cure of the 
dust nuisance. 
Already in America 


and In the neighborhood of Paris pro- 
longed trials, have been made of crude 
petroleum instead of water for sprin- 
kling country roads, the effect, after 
sufficient and careful application, be- 
ing to consolidate and bind the surface. 
In this country some tests of a similar 
nature are about to be ttndcrtaken, 
and an even more promising scheme 
has been proposed by the surveyor of 
the county of Nottingham. He has 
found that by saturating furnace slag 
with gas tar before It is rolled Into the 
road the surface so formed Is water- 
proof and dustproof and much more 
durable. It therefore seems most like- 
ly that a cheaper as well as a better 
road will be mnde from slag thus 
treated tnan from the crude material. 
Some cure must be found for the In- 
creasing evil, as the cloud of dust 
which arises behind even a moderately 
driven motor car Is defiling to every 
user of the road and a menace to 
health and safety.

way Mir-.vyors. 
'While the contribu- 


tions received from the state each year 
helped matt daily to put the roads on 
the cape in exeelUnt condition, the 
process was necessarily slow, ami years 
would have to elapse before such roads 
could predominate. 


Most of the towns on the cape did not 


fee! that they were able to expend tiie 
vast sums that would be required to 
build stone roads, aucl they continued 
to appropriate the usual amount each 
year as In times past, which barely 
ki.pt the old roads in condition. 
By 


the old method of making appropria- 
tions for roads as employed by the 
towns 011 tiie capo little ur no progress 
was made in the const rucTiou of new 
roads-, and matters were not getting 
any better, while the demands tor good 
roads were increasing each year. 


To build stone roads required the out- 


lay of large sums of money, which 
most of the towns felt they could not 
afford without increasing the tax rate 
to such a tig /re that it would deter per- 
sons who might wish to take up a res- 
idence on the cape from coming hither. 
The res-'rl.'.nrs of the cape agrct-d that 
to promote a healthy linaucial growth 
of their respective towns good roads 
must be built. 


1'rospcrity follows good roads, and 


the improved financial conditions in all 
towns where troou roads prevail ca;i be 
traced directly to excellent roads. ''The 
r'-sklents of the cape likewise agreed 
that the time had come for a radical 
change in the method of roadbuilding 
and their maintenance, and plans for 
ihe construction of Ktone roads and for 
the payment of the debt which would 
be incurred thereby were Discussed 
Iron) one end of the cape to the other. 


"\Vhile the various towns were delib- 


erating over the methods they wot'.;.1 


employ to build .-tone roads and were 
formulating plans for the- payment "f 
the debt that would thereby be in- 
curred. Captain Thomas Patterson of 
T'anistahle. who for years had been 
1'iaking a study of stone roads, their 
construction, etc., presented a plan to 
his town vvhi.-li solved the problem, for 
that town nt least, and s-eeiiis likely to 
bo adopted by other towns on the cape.

y?4 Cents per quart. 


\\nirr Altva—s Before Them. 


Men who have had water always 


accessible to the cows have always re- 
ported a very noticeable increase in 
the milk production and without any 
increase of food, and in every case 
where for nny reason the supply is shut 
off and they have to go back to the old 
stylo of watering a marked reduction 
follows, says J. S. Woodward in Na- 
tional Stockman. 
And yet very few- 


take the precaution of watering their 
cows more than once u day. 


It would seem that where the univer- 


sal testimony of those who have water 
always before the cow Is so strongly hi 
favor of this system it would soon be- 
come the universal method, and yet 
men are slow to adopt new ideas even 
wbon convinced that it would bo for 
their advantage to do so. 


But there is no mistaking the signs 


of the times. 
Cow owners are awak- 


ening to the necessity of taking bettor 
care of their cows, aud the next great 
advance In the dairy is to provide the 
way and give the cows water constant- 
ly accessible. 


Two Butter Makers. 


Does our butter need to bo renovated 


or washed before going on the general 
market? Country hucksters supply the 
most of the butter to be "made again," 
so if you sell good butter to the huck- 
ster and your neighbor soils bad it all 
has to be made new if the huckster 
mixes it. 
Educate 
your neighbor. 


There are, from this neighborhood, two 
persons who take buttor once each 
week to our market town. 
One gets 


UO cents per pound cash, the other from 
13 to IT cents, half cash, half trade. 
The latter soils at the grocery store. 
the former direct to consumers.

STEAM IN THE SILO. 


Am Intereatiav Kxpex latent TVlileh 


May Be of Value to Ualryiuea, 


In bulletin No. 7^ of the Oregon ex- 


periment station (Corvallis) there is an 
interesting account of steaming Bllnge. 
The silos, made purposely for the ex- 
periment, were- constructed of well sea- 
soned yellow fir dressed tongue and 
groove lumber 1% inches tiilc-k. 3^ 
inches wide and 12 feet long. When 
completed, the silos measured approxi- 
mately nve feet in diamc-u-r aud twelve 
fet-t deep. They were constructed plain, 
having uo doors, so that the only way 
of lilliug and emptying was by way of 
the top of the silo. Five such sllca 
were eoustruct«l. Two of them. Xos. 
1 aud 5, were fitted with 3^4 inch pip- 
injr. so that they could be sten^ed after 


The picture clearly shows how the 


steam pipes were connected. In one 
case the eteam svas delivered near the

bottom only. The other was fitted "so 
that steam could be liberated in the 
silo within two inches of the bottom at 
G and also midway between the bot- 
tom and top at F. The upright pipe 
EF in the silo was covered with a cap 
at F, so ns to prevent fodder from fall- 
ing into the pipe. Ten to fifteen holes 
three-eighths of an inch in diameter 
were drilled iii the pipe near the cap at 
F as outlets for the steam. The elbow 
at G turns directly down and comes to 
within about two inches of the bottom 
of the silo. This elbow G prevents ula- 
terial from getting into the pipe and 
serves as an easy outlet for the steam 
when forcing it into the silo near the 
bottom. 


The corn cut Into these silos was 


quite green. 
It was cut into three- 


fourths inch lengths and packed down, 
so that each silo contained a little over 
three tons. Steam was introduced un- 
der pressure of first twenty and again 
later at forty pounds. This was kept 
up until the steam escaped at the top, 
and the temperature rose 212 degrees. 
Then the steam was turned off aud the 
pipe stuffed with sterilized 
cotton, 


while the top of the silage was cov- 
ered with the same material. As a re- 
sult of the steaming the silage shrank" 
about 25 per cent. When opened, there 
was some loss at the top. as the cotton 
did not prove a good protector. Below 
the moldy part the silage was bright 
and swoet, "with the odor of cooked 
sweet corn, not at all like ordinary si- 
lage." Analysis of this silage showed 
that it did not undergo nearly as great 
a chemical change as the silage put trp 
in tLa ordinary way. 
Of course sucte 


a small silo does not clve a fair chance 
for practical investigation, and this 
year the experiments have been re- 
peated on a larger scale, in silos nine 
and ten feet in diameter. These linve 
been filled with corn and green clover 
and thoroughly steamed. 


A western writer says that there are 


many cow keepers, but few dairymen, 
lie distinguishes between the two 
rather sharply. 
He says that the men 


with diary Instincts come out to bear 
lectures on the feeding of the dairy 
cow; they read how to handle and 
how to improve her, and the result is 
that their outturn of milk is very 
greatly increased. The "cow keepers" 
he doscribos as fossilized. 
They will 


not only not improve their dairy cows, 
but they will not learn how to feed to 
pet the best results from what they 
have. lie cites the instance where at 
cue large creamery it was found on 
investigation that the cows wore yield- 
ing only ion pounds of milk por day 
on the average, and that, too, in the 
Hush of the season. One of the groat 
troubles Is that no cow census is taken 
by most of our milk using institutions, 
and the patrons aro thus not brought 
to realise that their cows arc giving a 
very small amount of milk. Probably 
tho very best way to incronse the pro- 
duction of milk is to take a cow census 
every year at least, if not ovory six 
months, and then show the patrons 
Just what their cows arc doing. When 
they have the figures brought homo to 
them, then they bogln to wake up to 
the 
necessity >of 
doing 
soinetbing. 


There- nro many cow keepers that can 
bo made into good dairymen with a 
suilk'iont amount of jarring.—Farmer's 
Review.

Nonunion 
men are themselves tod-iy receiving 
higher wages than it would be possible 
for them to receive had it i.. t been for 
the fight waged by the laLur organiza- 
tions. Nonunion men are themselves 
today receiving higher wages than it 
•would, be possible for them to receive 
had it not been for the light waged by 
the labor organizations. If the employ- 
ers were not organized into great 
trusts, it might be possible for laboring 
men to receive just treatment without 
labor unions, but with the giant com- 
binations which today control the great 
factories, 
furnaces 
and 
mines 
and j 


transportation companies the mass of 
laboring men would be forced into ab- 
solute serfdom inside of ten years if la- 
bor unions did not come to their rescue. 


••The old days when the employer 


and the employee li\cel in the same 
street in the saino town and met in 
friendly and social relations are gone. 
Now the employer may bo made up of 
ten or a score or a hundred thousand 
men scattered al! over the country who 
never see the men at work iu their fac- 
tories and ara utterly removed from all 
sympathetic and pe-rsonal touch. Fur- 
thermore, the employer has probably 
pooleel his entire investment with other 
investments like it, and a giant trust 
controls. It is a mere qtic-'-lIon of divi- 
dends. And unless labor be cvgr.uised 
it has no chance of fair treatment. 


"In my judgment the labor unions 


are perfectly logical in their dema:ius 
for the recognition of their unions and 
to sell their labor "when they desire tc , 
do so through the oiHcers of their un- | 
ion. The employers unite in trusts and I 
appoint one or more men to represent | 
them, and to say the labeling men 
shall not have the same privilege is an 
intolerable assumption of superiority 
on the part of the employers over their j 
emploj ecs.

'•There is nothing in the world that I 


would allay the suspicion and unrest I 
in the industrial world tod-iy so much i 
as feir employee? everywhere to frank- 
ly recognize labor unions. In so doing 
they recejgnize the equality of the nun 
who work for them with themsehes 
and you eua never have perfect ptace 
without thut. 


"Here is nr. actual occum-nce in one 


of our largest manufacturing establish- j 
meuts. During a serious depression in 
the business represented by a certain 
plant wages were reduced 10 per cent. 
As was expected, not a great many 
hours passed before a committee from 
a labor union came and demanded to 
know the cause of the dilliculty and 
demanding us well the immediate ri:-- 
toration of their former wage-. 
The 


president replied: 'You ha-io just as 
much right lo come to me1 and ask for 
an increase in your "wages ns the stock- 
holders have a right to come into my 
counting room and ask for an increase 
in dividends. Anel if you cannot ge-t 
the wages you have a right tej know 
why you cannot, just the same- as the- 
stockholder Mas a right to know why
